Ina few minutes the suburbs of the city 
were reached, and in an open field near Wolf 
River the negroes met their doom. Fer the 
first time they were allowed to speak. As the 
gags were removed Moss said: : 

“If you are going to kill us, turn our faces 
to the West.’’ 

THE DEATH VOLLEY. 

Scarcely had he uttered the words when the 
crack of a revolver was heard and a ball 
crashed through his cheek. This was the 
Signal for the work. A terrible volley was 
poured in upon the shivering negroes, who 
instantly fell dead in their tracks. 

McDowell fell face Gownward, by himself, 
but Moss and Stuart fell over each other, and 
when the bodies were found this morning 
they lay close together. 

The bodies presented a horrible sight. 
McDowell’s jaw was éntirely shot away and 
back of his right ear there wasa hole large 
enough to admit a man’s fist. His right band, 
too, had been half blown away, as if in de- 
fense he had grabbed the muzzie ofa shot- 


un. 

° Stuart was shot in the mouth and twice in 
the Dack of the bead. His body was riddled 
with buckshot. His ear was shot off and sev- 
eral bullets entered his forehead. 

The mob turned about after it had com- 
pieted its terrible work and came toward 
town. Atthe first crossing they scattered, 
and all disappeared as silently as 
they had arrived onthe scene. Not a trace 
of them can be found this morning. 

MORE TROUBLE FEARED. 

The bodies of the dead negroes were 
brought to Walsh’s undertaking establish 
ment about 7:30 o’clock this morning. In 
less than fifteen minutes the place was sur- 
rounded by about 200 negroes. All were 
afraid to talk, however, on account of the 
near proximity of the whites, but on the 
edges of the crowd were heard many mutter- 
ings and curses. One negro aptly expressed 
the feelings of the majority of his race by 
saying: : 

**If these niggers stand this we’s done up, 
suah.’’ 

The inquest was held at la. m. and the 
bodies were then sent totheir homes at the 
Curve. 

At 10:15 o’clock word reached the city that 
the negroes were assembling in large num- 
bers at the Curve. Judge Dubose immediately 
equipped 150 men with Winchesters and they 
have left for the locality. 


SHERIFF M’CLESDERS. 
Sherif! McClenden was seen t 


in his office. He said: 

**Yesterday afternoon and again last night 
Iwas out in the ‘Curve’ neighborhood with 
some of my deputies seeing what I could find 
out and looking for some negroes who took 
partinthetrouble. Idid not get home until 
12:30 o’ clock last night.’’ 

**Had you beard no rumors of trouble being 
expected?’’’ asked the reporter. 

**‘Nota word. Iwas at the jail late last 
night, butI never gave a thought to any- 
thing like this. Itmever entered my mind. 
If it had this would not have happened. My 
oath of office compels me to protect prison- 
ers under my charge, and I have aiways done

QUIET AT THE ‘‘CURVE.”’ 

All quiet at the Curve on Hemand road. 
Sheriff’s posse of 10 armed men on the 
ground preserving order. Negroes are there 
in numbers aking no demonstration and 
but a few threats of retaliation heard. No 
danger or disturbance is apprehended before 
night. It is impossible tosay what shape 
matters may take after dark, but the 
general belief is that the trouble Is over.

The officers asked for stewart 
and were told by McDonald that he was 
in the back room. As they stdrted 
back the megroes opened fire on 
them with shot guns. Deputy Bob 
Harrold was dangerously wounded in the 
face and shoulders, and fell to the ground at 
the firstfire. Deputy Charles Vole was shot 
through the shoulder and in the face. Dep- 
uty E. A. Yerger was shotinthe scalp. The 
deputies promptly returned the fire and the 
negroes filed. Entering the back 
room the officers found a dozen 
armed hegroes awaiting them. The 
ofieers charged on the crowd and dispersed 
it, arresting all the ringleaders except 
Shields, who escaped.

FRESH FROM THE SCENE. 


4 MEMPHIS GENTLEMAX DESCRIBES 
**CURVE’’ AND ITS HABITYES. 

Mr. M. M. Glichrist, a prominent young real 
estate dealer of Memphis, arrived in the city 
this morning fresh from the scene of last 
Sunday’s riot. He was surprised when he 
learned that his fellow citizens had become 
s0 enraged as to take the law into their own 
hands. 

““That lynching must have been very 
guietly planned and carried out,’’ said Mr. 
Giichrist. ‘‘When I left Memphis at 6 o’ clock 
yesterday evening there was not a whisper 
of revenge among the white people that 
I could hear. It is true every white 


man was aroused at thelawlessness of the 
negroes and the attack on Deputy Sheriffs 
Harrold Cole and Yerger, all of whom I per- 
sonaliy know. The feeling between the 
whites and negroes is generally very bitter 
and especially are the white people opposed 
to the blacks who liveat ‘The Curve.’ ’

A CELEBRATED CASE 


Florence Ethel Osborne Sentenced to 
Nine Months’ Imprisonment. 


CONVICTED AS CHARGED OF LARCENY 
AND PERJURY. 


Hard Labor a Part of the Penalty Imposed 
~The French Budget Drafted—Brig- 
andage Rife in Asiatic Russia—English 
Naval Expeditions—Deacon Released 
on Bail—Foreign News. 


Loxrpor, March 9%.—Mrs. Florence Ethel 
Esborne, against whom the Grand-jury a 
few days @<o returned a true bill for larceny 
and perjury, was arraigned for trial in the 
Old Balley to-day. She pleaded guilty to the 
charges against her and was sentenced to 
nine months’ imprisonment at hard labor. 
This ends, so faras the public is concerned, 
a case that has excited world-wide com.- 
ment. 

A large crowd of fashionable people, in- 
cluding many ladies, assembled this morn- 
ing, and as soon as the court-room was 
opened there was a general scramble for 
seats. The room was filled to its utmost 
capacity and the greatest interest was mani- 
fested as to the fate of theaccused. The 
galleries were chiefly filled with ladies. 

At 9:50 o’clock Uapt. Osborne entered the 
court-room alone. He was followed by Mrs. 
Hargreaves and her husband, Mai. Har- 
greaves, who took seats at the Solicitor’s 
table. Mrs. Osborne had been brought from 
the Holloway Jatfl in a cab, being escorted by 
her husband. - Upon their arrivalat the Old 
Balley, Mrs. Osborne was placed in a cell 
beneath the court-room, there to await the 
calling of her case by the court. After Capt. 
Osborne and the Hargreaves had entered the 
court-room, all eyes were turned to the door 
for it 
was known that she would soon be brought 
in. Inafew minutes the prisoner was es- 
corted into court bs a female warden 
and at once placed on the dock. 
Capt. Osborne took bis seat beside the dock. 
Mrs. Osborne paid no attention whatever to 
her surroundings.

The court then imposed a sentence of nine 
months’ imprisonment at hard labor adding, 
however, that the labor would be such as the 
prison doctor should permit. 

The greatest efforts have been made to save 
the prisoner, and especially in view of the 
fact that she is about to become a mother. Mr. 
Osborne had written asking the Treasury to 
post pone the trial until after his wife’s con- 
Mnement, but the Treasury Officials declined. 
Sir 
nouncing sentence would consider the pris- 
oner’s condition and the amguish of mind to 
which she was subjected. 

At this point Mrs. Hargreaves, who was 
present and who seemed greatly affected, 
asked the Court if she might speak. The 
Judge replied: ‘‘Only on an appeal for 
mercy.’”’ 

Mrs. Hargreaves, who was now in tears, 
cried out: ‘‘l doappeal for mercy with all 
my heart. I have known and loved Mrs. 
Osborne all my lifeand am convinced that 
she is not in her right mind.’’ 

Mrs. Hargreaves here broke 
could not continue her appeal. The scene 
was very affecting, all the principalsin the 
sad affair being in tears and most of the 
ladies in thecourt room also weeping and 
uttering sobs. The Judge maintained his 
stoicism and proceededto deliver sentence. 
Turning towarG the prisoner, he sald: 

**Florence Osborne, you have 
guilty to larceny and perjury. 
your friend’s jewels when staying at her 
house and converted the proceeds of the 
thefttto your own use. When the finger or 
suspicion _pointed to you as the thief you 
commenced an action to vindicate your char- 
acter and falsely and corruptly swore tn the 
hope of convincing the jury that you were 
potathier. You sat daily instructing your 
eminent counsel with suggestions that your 
friends were thieves. It is impossible to fore- 
cast what the result of that action would 
have been but for the appearance of an 
unexpected witness. Possibiy an indelible

THE FREXSCH BUDGET DRAFTED—ENGLISH 


NAVAL STATEMENT—ERIEFS. 


Paris, March 9.—M. KRouvier, Minister of 
Finance, has drafted a budget which has been 
approved by the Ministry. It provides fora 
reform in the excise duties, the institution of 
@ permanent fundto be applied to the re- 
duction of the debt and measures to insure 
the payment of the sexennia! bonds, amount- 
ing to 163,000,000 francs due in igss. The 
budget reduces the tax on beer and non- 
alconvulic beverages and increases the tax on 
spirits from 6 to 19 francs per hectoiltre. 


ENGLISH NAVAL STATEMENT.

1*Cuddy Mack’s Gang” Couldn’t 


Identify Tracy Last Night. 


They Had to Sober Up First at the 
Four Courts. 


REARRESTED DEAD DRUNK IN CUDDY 
MACK’S SALOON. 


Their Triumphal Debauch Was Missed 
by One of the Gang Who Developed 

* Delirium Tremens—Jack Tracy Tells a 
Story of Self-Defense— A Fracas at 
Cuddy Mack’s Place—Collector Ziegen- 
hein’s Startling Admissions. 


; 


The *‘Cuddy Mack gang’’ again distin- 
guished itself this morning and last night in 
the further history of the Killing of William 
Behrend in Cuddy Mack’s unlicensed 
**dive,’’ 

The gang’s latest characteristic perform- 
ance followed the arrest of Jack Tracy in 
Cheltenham at the home of his sister, Mrs, 
Hussey, late yefterday afternoon. 

Following the arrest of Jack Tracy it be- 
came necessary to rearrest the witnesses 
who had testified at the Coroner’s inquest 
and have them identify Tracy as the man 
they saw. shoot Wm. Behrend in Cuddy 
Mack’s saloon. This second arrest of the 
**Ouddy Mack gang’’ was attended by incl- 
dents thoroughly in accord with the previous 
significant raids on Cuddy Mack’s unlicensed 
**dive’’ made by the police, 

Assoon.as Jack Tracy reached the Four 
Courts lasjevening, Acting Chief Reedy tele- 
phoned to Capt. Peter Joyce at the Third 
District Police Station to send officers at once 
to Cuddy Mack’s place, re-arrest ail the in- 
quest witnesses and bringthem tothe Four 
Courts for the purpose of identifying Jack 
Tracy. Afew minutes later the telephone 
bell in the Chief’s office at the Four Courts 
tinkled and Chief Reedy answered the Call. 

THE ‘‘GANG’’ DEAD DRUNK. 

‘*This is Uapt. Joyce atthe Third,’’ came 
the message. ‘‘Cuddy Mack’s saloon is 
closed up and the whole gang is inside dead 
drunk,.’’ 

‘*‘Can’tyou arrest them anyway?’’ asked 
the Chief. 

‘‘Even if we did they couldn’t identify 
their own mothers,’’ replied Capt. Joyce. 

‘*Arrest them as they are;’’ instruced tho 
Chief over the telephone, ‘‘and have them 
sent tothe Four Courts. They can sober up 
here and identify Tracy in the morning.’’ 

Capt. Joyce followed his instructions to the 
letter. Cuddy Mack’s saloon was entered, 
andthe ‘*‘Cuddy Mack gang,’’ which had 
been celebrating thelr chief’s and their 
own release from durance Vile, 
were found Inside in a-* drunken 
stupor, They were bundled into a patrol 
wagon and shipped off to the Four Courts. 
On their arrival at that place it was found, 
as Capt. Joyce had said, that they were all 
far too drunk to identify anybody.: Noat- 
tempt was made last night, therefore, to 
have Tracy identified, and the ‘‘Cuddy Mack 
gang’’ were allowed to sleep off their 
triumphal debauch before being again 
brought into service, This morning Tracy was 
brought before the following witnesses for 
identification: John McGillicuddy, alias 
‘*‘Cuddy Mack.’’ Peter H. Shannon, Ed. 
Guebert, Wm. Foley, Mark Carr, Leo Chris- 
tianand Tom Guebert. All of these wit- 
nesses except Mark Carr and Tom Guebert 
positively identified Tracy as the man who 
shot Wm. Behrend in Cuddy Mack’s saloon 
on the night of Sunday March 6. Mark Carr 
stated that he belleved Jack Tracy was the 
man whom hehad grappled and thrown to 
the floor after the shooting, but he could not 
swear that Tracy was the man. Tom Guebert 
was alsotoo much in doubt about Tracy’s 
identity as the slayer of Behrend to swear 
that he was the man. 

As soon asthe identification as above had 
been made the ‘*‘Cuddy Mack gang’’ were 
again released. The police state that they 
Were a sorry looking lot on sobering up this 
morning, and on being once more set at 
liberty they left the Four Courts on a dead 
rush for the nearest saloonto get ‘*bracers’’ 
after yesterday’s big jollification spree on 
Cuddy Mack’s liquor. 

HAD THE ‘‘JIM-JAMS.’’ 

One of the ‘‘gang,’’ however, has missed 
alithe ‘*fun’’ and unlimited ‘*booze’’ that 
has followed the release of his fellows from 
police custody, This unlucky member ofthe 
‘*gang’’ was weak enough on the day follow- 
ing the tragedy in Cuddy Mack’s and his ar- 
rest to develop a well defined case of ‘*jim- 
jJams.’’ He had been shut off too quick trom 
his Uquor and collected such a menaverie 
about him by Monday noon, the police state, 
that he had to be sent to the City Hospital. 
He has consequently not figured in the in- 
quest proceedings, was absent from the love- 
feast at Cuddy Mack’s yesterday and last 
night and was only released from the hospi- 
tal to-day. : 

This morning Assistant and Acting Chief 
Reedy made a formal request upon the Coro- 
ner toreopen the inquest so that the identi- 
fication of Tracy might form a part of the in- 
aqnest record. He was told that the Coro- 
ner’s jury had already returned a verdict 
bolding Jack Tracy responsible for the killing 
of Behrend, and that accordingly there was 
no necessity for reopening the case, 

TRACY’S STORY. 

Jack Tracy, the slayer of Wm. Behrend in 
Ouddy Mack’s unlicensed saloon, was ar- 
rested late yesterday afternoon in Chelten- 
ham and brought to the Four Courts last 
evening. Tracy was found at the: home of 
his sister, Mrs. Hussey of Cheltenham, by 
Detective Pat King of the Central and Officers 
James Q’Leary, Martin O’Brien and Thomas 
Church of the Third District. He was in bed 
when the four officers entered the house and 
bad no chance to escape. 

The visit to Mrs. Hussey’s residence was 
inade immedilately following tne success of 
the police in finding out where Jack Tracy’s 
sister lived, It was known that Tracy hada 
Sister livinginthe suburbs, and the fact of 
his disappearance from all his accustomed 
haunts in St. Louis led the officers to believe 
thatit was in his sister’s house Tracy had 
been hidden ower Since the killing 
of Betrend., This theory proved 
correct, for it develops that 
pracy went direct to Cheltenham after 
the Killing, and remained closely indoors 
ever since. He was found to answer tothe 
description already. given, but his face 
showed traces of mingled dissipation and 
inental uneasiness which showed that the 
man had passed anything but quiet days and 
hights since the tragedy in Cuddy Mack’s, 

frhen arrested sen promptly acknowl- 
edged having killed Behrend, but claimed 
that it was done in self-defense, and when 
taken before Chief of Detectives Desmond 
told the story of the tragedy which changes 
it Troma cold-blooded assassination into a 
desperate ‘‘slum’’ fight, ending in homicide. 
Hie stated that he was a ig eg and that he 
supported his motherand five brothers and 
sisters by his work, He had known ‘‘Dutch 
Willie,’’ or William Behrend, for about four 
foams! and there had been bad blood between 
hem during most of that time.

Jack Tracy does not look like either a des- 

perate criminal or a very ‘‘tough’’ charac- 
ter. Inappearance and manner he Isa de- 
cided improvement upon the ‘‘Cuddy Mack 
gang’’ which showed up at the Coroner’s 
inquest yesterday, and makes no attempt at 
the bravado and bluster which the crowd 
from Cuddy Mack’s unlicensed ‘‘dive’’ as- 
sumed at the Third District Station and 
the Four Courts while being held for the de- 
velopments of the inquest. He appears 
greatly depressed over hig present position 
and talks unwillingly, but apparently with 
frankness. 
. **f don’t know any of the Cuddy Mack 
crowd,’’ he said to a PoOstT-DISPATCH re: 
porter, ‘‘except Cuddy Mack, whom I knew 
only as the proprietor of the place, Peter 
Shannon the bartender, and one of the Gue- 
berts. The other names of people found 
there on Sunday night I do not recognize.’’ 

‘*Is ittrue, asCuddy Mack testified at the 
inquest, that you were stupid with drink in 
his saloon Sunday evening?’’ 

‘*No, itis not,’’ said Tracy decidedly. ‘‘‘I 
had only had two or three drinks when I 
went there, and was notatall under the in- 
fluence of liquor. And then I hadn’t been 
over five minutes in Cuddy Mack’s when the

COLLECTOR ZIEGENHEIN INTERVIEWED, 


HE ADMITS THAT HE HAS DONE NOTHING TO 
ENFORCE THE LICENSE LAWS. 


City Collector Ziegenhein was seen at his 
office to-day by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
relative to further developments in, the 
Cuddy Mack unlicensed ‘‘dive’’ tragedy. 

‘*What have youto say, Mr. Zilegenhein,’’ 
he was asked, ‘‘regardingthe statements of 
he clerk of the Carondelet Court, andof a 


deputy marshal, andof a juror who served 
in the _ trial of the case, that in 
the Carondelet trial of Cuddy Mack there 
was not a shred of evidence introduced to 
show the character of Cuddy Mack’s saloon, 
which furnished the reason for refusing to 
grant him a license?’’ 

‘‘Il have this to say,’’ replied Collector 
Ziegenhein, ‘‘that it was not my part to at- 
tendtothat. The police had a lawyer there; 
there was a special counsel in the case, and 
those gentlemen, not I, had charge of the 
case and the introduction of testimony. You 
can’t blame me for what they failed to do.’’ 

Following this remarkable admission of his 
peculiar views of his official duty in prose- 
cuting an unlicensed saloon, Collector 
Ziegenhein made another remarkable ad- 
misssion. It will be remembered that on 
the day following the tragedy in Cuddy 
Mack’s, Collector Ziegenhein stated that he 
had done alli in his powerto close Cuddy 
Mack’s place up, he ‘‘had brought the case 
into court.’’ On the same day also there ap- 
peared in the Post-DISPATCH a state- 
ment from Capt. Peter E. Joyce, 
commanding the Third Police is- 
trict, flatly contradicting Collector 
Ziegenhein’s claim to having put the Cuddy 
Mack case intothe courts, and stating that 
every one of the five cases made against 
Cuddy Mack had been made by the police on 
his, Capt. Joyce’s, sole responsibility, and 
without a move in the matter having been 
made by the City Collector. Mr. Ziegenheim 
was asked this morning what reply he had to 
make to Capt. Joyce’s statement, 

‘*None,’’ said the City Collector frankly.« 
**Capt. Joyce isright. He did make every 
one of those cases against Cuddy Mack, and 
on hisown responsibility and without any 
request from me to close up Cuddy Mack’s 
place. But I would say that this is the only 
case in which the police have acted on 
their own responsibility in trying to close up 
an unlicensed saloon, Isuppose the reason 
they acted in Cuddy Mack’s case is because 
there was so much talk about the character 
of the place. I don’t mean to 
clash with the police or to criticise 
them. Ihave no desire to run the police of 
St. Louls. This city has a splendid police 
force. But the Cuddy Mack saloon case is 
the only unlicensed saloon case which they 
have acted in on their own responsibility.’’

HITTING AN ENEMY. 


Motives Imputed to Mayor Noonan in 
Vetoing a Bill. 


IT I8 CLAIMED THAT HE TOOK POLITI- 
CAL REVENGE. | 


Ed Devoy, the Organizer of the Council 
Combine, a Half Owner of the Nickels 
Tramway, Whose Fill the Mayor Re- 
fused to Approve—What thé Ex-Coun- 
cilman’s Friends Say. 


The Mayor has vetoed the bill granting to 
Jacob Nickles the right to run a tramway 
across the levee at the foot of Convent street 
which was passed by the House of Delegates 
at itslast meeting. The Mayor sets forth his 
reasons for exercising the veto power, but 
the ‘‘pull,’’ or that wing of the city democ- 
racy opposed to the present administration, 
are inclined to impute one reason for the 
Mayor’s action above and beyond those 
which he has set forth. In fact they do not 
hesitate to say that his lengthy explanation 
is simply to hidea covert attack on a politl- 
calopponent. In other wordsthe veto, they 
claim, is a direct slap at Col. Edward Devoy 
for daring to cherish mayorality aspirations, 

Mr. Devoy is a half owner in. the 
Nickles’ tramway and it was 
through his influence that the 
bill was passed by the Municipal Assembly. 
Now, Mr. Devoy was the man who organized 
the old Council combine to save his friend, 
John Lindsay. He has watched carefully 
with fraternal care and kept it solid on that 
one matter upto the present time. Natur- 
ally he fellfrom grace with the administra- 
tion, 

Devoy’s co-workers against the adminis. 
tration and supporters in his aspirations 
reviewed the Mayor’s reasons for the 
veto last evening and scored them as fllmsy 
and unworthy of even passing praise for 
political shrewdness. One of them said:‘*The 
Mayor would have done done better.to have 
refused to signthe bill and let people think 


what they would. 

‘*His objections when not transparent are 
contradicted by facts, He first alleges that 
the franchise is fortoolongatime. Twenty- 
tive years is all it allows, while the Levee is 
honey-combed with tracks, switches and 
tramways, some built on his permits, which 
are actually perpetual, as no time is 
specified. 

**His next objection is thatthe tramway is 
not sufficiently high, that freight cars are 
now being built shorter and higher and the 
tram would be a nuisance. He must have 
dropped his specs at this point, because the 
bill says the tram shall not be less than 
eighteen feet high. Nickles tells me the 
higher the thing is built the _ Detter, 
as they can slope the thing tomake 
they cars run on a level from 
the water. The bill don’t say 18 feet high, 
but not less thanthat. Now about the way 
they are building freight cars; His Honor’s 
pointer isa newone tome.

“The 
Chinese wall objection won’t go, Nor will 
the others availhim. AsI said in the begin- 
ning,he made a grievous mistake in attempt- 
ing to throw dust in the people’s eyes by ex- 
plaining his veto. Everybody knows exactly 
what it means.’’

ON A DESERT ISLAND. 


The Cruiser Boston Will Attempt to Rescue 
the Crew of the Tahiti. 


New York, March 8.—A dispatch from San 
Francisco last Saturday stated that an expe- 
dition was fitting out there to rescue, or at 
least determine the fate of the crew of the 
brig Tahiti, which was capsized last October 
off the coast of Mexico. In the dispatch it 
was stated that the theory of the pro- 
moters of the reef expedition was that 


the Tahiti capsized two hundred miles or so 
further west than was originally supposed, 
and, if so, near Socorro Isiand, ore of the 
Revilla-Gigedo group, belonging to the State 
of Colima, Mexico, and lying in lat. 19N., 
lon. 110 W. rro, the principal island, is 
a mountain 24 miles long and 9 broad, rising 
in a peak to the height of 4,700 feet. Accord- 
ing to the United States Government reports 
the group of islands is still uninhabited, ex- 
cept by goats, although there are evidences 
that human beings have landed there. Nut- 
producing trees grow on the Socorro plateau 
and berries abound. That the goats are

Additional interesting facts are furnished by 
a writer in the Sua, who says that when the 
steamship Koseville discovered the Taniti on 
Noy. 2% eleven miles southwest of Lizard 
Point, not far from Manzanillo, Mexico, float- 
ing bottom up, deserted and without a si 
of a small boatora living person, the indi- 
cations were that the brig hac been capsized 
for thirty days or more, and had drifted with 
the tide from probably a long distance at sea, 
If the Tahiti went over thirty or thirty-five 
days before, with an allowance of a few miles 
a day for drifting, the disaster probably oc- 
curred 100 miles or more off the point of 
Lower California and nearly 200 miles from 
Socorro Island. 

But the arrival at Manzanilloa short time 
ago of the steamship Sirius gave an entirely 
new aspect to the case. The captain of the 
Sirius, on the morning of Oct. 5, saw a vessel 
bottom up with the name ‘‘Tahiti’’ plainly 
distinguishable. She was about 100 miles 
east of the island of Socorro. There was not 
a sign of lifeon the hulk, and all four of the 
yawis were missing. He inferred that the 
crew had got away safely, but their fate 

hereafter was a matter of conjecture. 

This was a long way out of the regular 
course of vessels plying between San Fran- 
cisco and the coast points, and the captain 
concluded that the brig was blown toseaina 
gale and was far out of her course when she 
capsized. 

How, then,did the Tahiti finally drift to the 

iace where sho was found on Nov. 26, fifty 

ays afterward, by the steamship Roseville, 
eleven iniles off the coast? Capt. Ferguson, 
the first Captain of the Tahiti, who had to re- 
main behind at San Francisco at the last mo- 
ment before the brig was to sail, has care- 
fully investigated the case, and he has 
worked upa theory so plausible that Secre- 
tary Tracy segs 4 put the United States 
cruiser Boston at the disposal of the relatives 
of the Tahiti’s owner, Mr. H. H. Leavitt, to 
explore the rocky heights of Socorro Island, 
300 miles off the coast of Lower California 
and nearly 400 miles from Manzanillo. Colima. 
The Boston and Yorktown are both on the 
way from Chilito San Francisco, and the 
search is to be made en route. It is barely 
ssible that the Yorktown, insteadof the 
oston, got the commission. . It depends 
upon which boat the Secretary’s order 
reached, 

The Tahiti had 270 natives of the Gilbert 
Islands on board bound for the coffee planta- 
tions of San Benito, Mexico; besides the 
crew, herowner, H. H. Leavitt and Henry 
Montgomery Scrymser, his guest, both of 
New . York, Mr. Leavitt used to be the 
United States Consulat Guatemala and Mr. 
Scrymser was the son of the late James 
Scrymser, formany yearsa prominent New 
York importerin the Mediterranean trade. 
Both young men were passionately fond of 
the sea and had made many voyages to- 
gether. The Tahiti was of 290 tons burden, 
and one of the fastest vessels of her kind. 

The authorities at Washington believe that 
the crew and passengers could have landed 
on the rugged islandif the storm was not so 
severethatthe small boats were swamped 
before they fairly got away from the brig. 
The high promontory can be seen for seventy- 
five miles or more to sea. Having landed, 
the question is whether the shipwreckeu men 
could survive. The climate is very mild, and 
they could subsist on berries, nuts, and goats, 
ifthey foundany. if goats could find water, 
men could, doubtless. Probably there are no 
wild beasts on so small an islet. Thereisa 
ponetieey s however, that the 270 Gilbert

A THREATENED STRIEE. 


Owners and Workmen Cannot 
Agree as to Rates of Wages. 
Drqvors, Ill., March 9.—There seems every 
probability that there will be a serious strike 
among the miners of Illinois. The contracts 
that have hitherto governed the rate of pay 
expired on March 1, and the operators and 
workmen have not been able to arrive at any 
agreement as to the rates to prevail for the 
next year. Ameeting of miners was held to 
consider the proposition of the operators to 
the National, State and Local Mine Workers’

contract of 35 cents aton, with a working 
day often hours.

THE GARZA FARCE. 


Bitter Complaints Against the United 
States Troops. 


HovsrTonr, Tex., March 9.—A letter toa gen- 
tleman in this city from a friend on the front- 
fer, whois conversant with the state of af- 
fairs there, says the Mexican people on the 
lower Rio Grande complain bitterly of the 
manner in which they were treated by United 
States troops duringthe Garza flasco. The 
report sent outthat Garza’s saddle, over- 
coat, pistol and other accoutrements had 
been captured by the Captain of a United 
States cavalry company, is regarded as ab- 
surd. Garza has not been seen on American 
soll since the 16th of last September, and his 
most intimate friends donot know his pres- 
ent whereabouts. 

The same letter says thata ay or two ago 
a Sergeant in the Mexican Army Issued a pro- 
nunciamento, in which he violently assailed 
the Diaz Government and called for troops to 
rally to his standard. Only seven responded 
and when he sounded his war cry he foun 
he had to tackle the 800 men in the Nueva 
Laredo Garrison. He and his followers beat 
a hasty retreat. One ofthe revolutionists 
was killed, but the Sergeant and the other 
six succeeded in reaching this side of the 
river in safety.

Sullivan and Corbett Both Declare Them- 
selves Willingly. ; 


UNLESS ONE OF THEM WEAKENS A MATCH 
WILL RESULT. 


Corbett’s Forfeit Is Up and Sullivan Has 
Ordered It Covered—Fitzsimmons Says 
He Will Not Meet Corbett Until the 
Californian Makes a Reputation—Sport- 
ing News In General. 


It looks very much now as if there would be 
a fight between John L, Sullivan and James 
J. Corbett, but looks are often deceptive, 
particularly when the Californian is engaged 
in making a match. Everybody thought— 
thatis, everybody who did not know the 
men thoroughiy—that when Mitchell andthe 
pompadour pugilist had their conference 
in New York a ~Dattle was  ~°sure 
to be arranged. Instead they merely 
agreed to spar six rounds for scientific 
points, the gate receipts to be equally 
divided. They did not even do this, Corbett 


‘announcing that he was sick and could not 


engage in the contest, Now Corbett has 
agreed toall the terms of Sullivan’s chal- 
lenge and posted a forfeit of $1,000 with the 
New York WORLD to bind the match., Sulll- 
van, itis true, demanded that a forfeit of 
$2,500 be posted, but the Californian and his 
manager states that they will put 
up the remaining $1,500 as soon 
asthechampion signifies his willingness to 
make the match. They also agree to post 
the remaining $7,500 of the $10,000 a side bet 
which the big fellow demands inthe manner 
in which he names, and to fight at the time 
and under the rules and conditions stipu- 
lated by Sullivan. This leaves nothing 
apparently to complete the match but the 
champion’s consent. This has been given. 
Yesterday Sullivan telegraphed his backer, 
Charley Johnston of Brooklyn, as follows: 

Cover Corbett’s ferfeit; fight to take place last of 
August or first week in September in club offering 
largest purse, Marquis of Queensberry rules to gov- 
ern; $10,000 side bet or much more as they will bet, 
as per my challenge; first come, first served. Also, 
cover all bluffers’ money for any match in the same 
space of time. 

Sullivan had stated earlier in the day that 
he would try to make a match with Slavin or 
Mitchell first and would attend to Corbett 
later. Now, however, he is willing to make 
the match immediately with the Californian. 
The Olympic Athletic Club of New Orleans 
has also agreed to give the purse of $25,000, 
offered for a battle between Sulll- 
van and Mitchell, for ‘a match between 
Sullivan and Corbettin casea meeting be- 
tween the two former cannot be arranged. 
This was accomplished by a telegram sent by 
Corbett to Harry McEnerny (Bantam), the 
New Orleans pugilistic writer, asking that 
he get the Olympic Clubto offer a purse for 
the contest. Corbett hasalso written Sulll- 
van and Mitchell. His letterto the latter 
reads: 

To Charles Mitchell: You crawled out of a match 
with me by stating that you would never engage ina 
finish contest again; now you seem anxious to meet 
John L. Sullivan to a finish. Mate yee have changed 
your mind and cannot agree with Mr. Sullivan as to 
terms I suppose you will have no objection to meet- 
ing me. I will fight you any time, anywhere and ior 
any amount of money, large or small, that you may 
stipulate. I have no doubt thatthe Olympic Athie- 
tic Club will offer a purse large enough to make it 
worth your while_tostay ih this country a few weeks 
longer and make good some of the many bluffs you 
made about fighting me before you left Engiand, 
Candidly, Mr. Mitchell, Idon’t think you dare fight 
me, but if you are in earnesta match can be made to 
take place in six weeks or six months. 

(Signed) JAMES CORBETT. 

The following letter was also sentto John 
L. Sullivan: : 

To John L. Sullivan: On Saturday, March 5, you 
issued a challenge to ight mein August, Marquis of 
Queensberry, for $10,000 anda $25,000 purse. I 
have accepted that chalienge and deposited $1,000 
with the New Yorld WOrLD as a forfeit. Where is 
your money, where amlIto meet your beckers and 
arrange necessary preliminaries? am prepared to 
follow your arrangements to the letterin reference 
to the different deposits toward the main stake, and 
all that remains for you todo if you wantto make 
good your challenge is for you to put up your money 
and I promise you that it will be speedily covered. I 
do not do this to annoy you. 

You challenged me and classed «me among the 
‘*bombastic members of our profession.’’ I now 
respectfully ask you to stand by :our deflance. You 
said first come, first served; iny money is up, there- 
fore Iam entitied to first chance. 

JAMES CORBETT.

says heonly whipped him once and that it 
was when he was an inexperienced boy, only 
19years of age. The game little Californian 
argues that+e has matured and improved a 
great dealsince, and heis now willing and 
anxious to ight Pompadour Jim. He says he 
will follow Corbett about and continue chal- 
lenging him untilthe fellow either fights or 
crawls.

FRAIL AND FOOLISH. 


Shocking Impropriety That Followed the 
Robinson Tragedy. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 9,—Before 
Iieut. J. H. Hetherington makes answer for 
the killing of Banker George Gordon Robin- 
son in the American Consular Court at Yoko- 
hama his American friends will probably be 
surprised with some of the revelations con- 
cerning the unfortunate Lieutenant’s home 
life and his wite, who was to some extent the 
cause. 

This incident, which happened just after 
the Killing on Feb. 12, will illustrate: On 
the evening of Thursday Mrs. Hetherington 
went to the wife of Admiral Belknap and 
sald: 


‘*Mrs. Belknap, what shallI do about this 
dinner? You Know the Judge (she always 
calied her husband by this title) andI have 
been invited tothe Russian Consul’s and of 
course he can’t go, because he is in prison, 
but I don’t see how I can get out of going 
myself. Don’t you think I’d better go?’’ 

**Most certainly not,’’ exclaimed Mrs, 
Belknap, horrified at sucha proposal. ‘‘It 
would be perfectly indecent.’’ 

**I don’t see why,’’ replied Mrs. Hether- 
ington, tossing her head. 

**Then I will explain to you,’’ said Mrs. 
Belknap. ‘*Can’t you understand that while 
you and your husband are resting under the 
cloud of this terrible tragedy it is better that 
you should keep yourself in the utmost priv- 
acy?’’ 

Wh had should I? He Killed Robinson. I did 
not.”’ 

At which Mrs. Belknap says she could not 
stand nonsense any longer, but then and 
there made the foolish woman sit down and 
write a note of regret. Mrs. Beiknap de- 
parted forthe dimner, thinking everything 
was all right. Imagine her horror when, 
half through the dinner, she saw the fickle 
golden-hejred beauty, Mrs. Hetherington 
come tripping in, clad In white tulle and 
diamonds, smiling and greeting every one 
with pretty s es. She even remarked to 
one guest: 

**You know the Judge has shot George.’’ 

The guests were shocked and it was as {fa 
wet bianket had fallen over the banquet 
board, The lady remained there until te 
and departed as mae ply as if nothing had 
ha ned to mar her seif-satisied tran- 


vy. 

In the trial {here will be no question as to 
the circumstances of the killing. Before 
New Year, it is said, the Lieutenant, who had 
returned on the Marion from the north, dis- 
covered that Banker Robinson and his wife 
had oneevening quietly withdrawn from a 
ball-room to a bower, where the husband 
discovered them in close conversation. It 
was understood that on the husband’s prop- 
osition the gay English banker, who had 
often boasted of his conquests, left 
Yokohama, but he returned from 
Kabe ear in February. What 
further discoveries the Lieutenant made 
are not Known, but ft is said he obtained 
some letters which hurried himto his deter- 
mination. He got his revolver at his quar- 
ters on board, returned to s met the 
banker riding with a male friend, and shot
